THE CEREMONY — first official step 
towards their eventual ordination — took 
place at a concelebrated Mass in The 


Immaculata, Aleala Park. The candidates and 
their wide range of occupations are: 


Frank Allen, 47, insurance agent, Allied Gar- 
dens; Robert Ekhaml, 33, forensic analyst, San 
Diego; David Fitzgerald, 50, auto parts dealer, 
San Bernardino; Michael Newman, 53, editor, 
Southern Cross, San Diego; Louis Principe, 42, 
pharmacist, Lakeside, and Joseph Remley, 37, 
civil engineer, Rialto. 


Bishop Maher told the men that in answering 
God’s call they were in the tradition of 
Abraham, Moses, St. Peter, St. Paul and other 
followers of Christ in the scriptures.

THE FIRST MEMBERS of the 14 commis- 
sions with the important task of writing the 
Diocesan Synod II documents have now been 
selected. 


The Priests’ and Sisters’ Senates, Diocesan 
Lay Committee and the Bishop each appointed 
one member to each commission. 


“Some commissions have five instead of four 
members,” explains Father Philip Straling, 
synod executive secretary. “A woman and a 
minority group person must be on each com- 
mission. Those without minority representa- 
tion received a fifth member from the Pre- 
Synod Board. 


“MANY PEOPLE from throughout the dio- 
cese volunteered for service on the commis- 
sions,” Father Straling said. ‘These first four 
or five members of each commission are now 
meeting to suggest additional members. 


“A minimum of six or seven members will 
be needed on each commission, which when 
completed will have between 11 and 18 mem- 
bers. Suggestions will be reviewed by the four 
nominating groups and final appointments 
made by the Pre-Synod Board.” 


Commissions will have special advisors and 
other experts as they receive reports of parish 
and deanery speak-up sessions where all con- 
cerns of the Church will be aired. They will 
draw on these reports when writing synod 
documents.

General absolution 
not diocesan policy 


Priests have been reminded by the Diocesan Office that 
it is not the practice in this diocese to grant general 
absolution at liturgical celebrations of the Sacrament of 
Penance. 


“Liturgical celebrations of penance, when they occur, 
are usually very successful and much is gained from it,” 
it.was noted. 


“The rule is that on these occasions auricular (private) 
confession from each person with absolution if it can be 
granted, is given to each penitent by the priest. 


“General absolution is used only in cases of some emer- 
gency that has precluded the possibility of private tonfes- 
sion. The possibility of a general penance imposed by the 
assembled priests is not ruled out.”

give you the grace and power to fulfill the great 
obligations of your call.” 

In preaching the Word. of God and in serving 
the people in many other ways, he said, the 
men will be a “great inspiration and encour- 
agement” to all in the diocese. 

The men will be installed as acolytes later 
this year, another major step toward ordina- 
tion. They represent the largest group to reach 
this level in the diocese’s permanent diaco- 
nate program. There are now four permanent 
deacons in the diocese. 

TRAINING takes at least three years of 
academic study, seminars, retreats and work- 
shops. Most of the six men have completed at 
least two yéats df'training and are expected 
to be ordained deacons in 1974. 

At the same ceremony Bishop Maher also 
installed three seminarians of the diocese as 
lectors. They are John Reilly, from Catholic 
University of America, Washington, D.C., and 
Anthony May and Barry Vinyard, from St. 
John’s University, Collegeville, Minn.

Catholic school children rated above average

CATHOLIC school chil- 
dren of the diocese are 
“above the national norm 
again” in aptitude and 
achievements tests, in con- 
trast to publie school chil- 
dren. 


Dr. H. Giles Schmid, 
diocesan school superin- 
tendent, said results of tests 
last fall show that parochial 
school pupils score above 
the national average. 


He pointed to a report in 


the May 11 issue of the San 
Diego Evening Tribune 
which said, “California 
school children have 
scored below the national 
average on aptitude and 
achievement tests for the 
fourth consecutive year and 
the trend continued gener- 
ally downward. 


“THOSE | WERE the 
results of examinations 
taken this year by Califor- 
nia sixth and 12th graders 
and submitted to the State 
Board of Education by state 


schools Superintendent 
Wilson Riles.” 


In contrast, Dr. Schmid 
said, tests taken by Catholic 
students “show the average 
student in the diocese is 
achieving one-half year 
above the national norm. 


“Our high achievers 
(upper one-fourth of stu- 
dents) exceeded the 


national average by one 
and one-half years or more. 
The low achievers (lower 
one-fourth of students) 
scored one-half year below 


the national average.” 

PAST EFFORTS to 
improve reading and _ lib- 
raries in the parochial 
schools showed results in 
the tests, he said. 


“Reading and use of 
sources were the highest 
scores throughout the dio- 
cese, but math scores only 
equalled the national aver- 
age. All educators’ in 
California are concerned 
about the declining trend in 
math, especially in compu- 
tational skills.”

Now they're lectors--officially 


The six of us who were “‘admitted to candidacy” 
for ordination last week, in the permanent diaco- 
nate program, were also installed as lectors. This 
made official what we have actually been doing in 
our respective parishes for years. In fact, I started 
lectoring in Africa before Vatican IJ, when the lan- 
guage at Mass was still Latin, but we had English 
and a native vernacular translation of the Word. 


As time goes on more of these official lector instal- 
lation ceremonies will take place, presumably fol- 
lowing proof of capability in the office. For too many 
years now we have put up with lectors who cannot 
read well enough and have done little or no study 
of the text they impart during that important part 
of the liturgy. In many parishes it has been a matter 
of accepting volunteers — rather like ushers — with- 
out any formal test or training. 


The liturgy of the Word demands more than sim- 
ply being a volunteer. Membership on the parish 
council, or the city council, or other legislative 
body, does not confer reading capability. In fact the 
educational system seems to miss this important 
training. People who can talk vividly and fluently 
suddenly become flat-voiced stumblers when faced 
with something to read. I’ll never forget my disap- 
pointment when, as a fairly new delegate to United 
Nations, about 10 years ago, I listened to an address 
to the General Assembly by President Kennedy. He 
read it — and it was as flat as a pancake. 


Disappointed converts 


One section of our Catholic community who seem 
to find the changes of recent years worrying and dis- 
couraging are converts. Not all of course, but I have 
found several who think that the Church they joined 
— with its incense, Latin, ritual and mystery — lost 
some of its attraction when these signs and liturgi- 
cal practices diminished. 


There are some, in fact, who feel that the Catholic 
Church has taken over the “social action” area 
where Protestant churches in the past were 
paramount. Many of those Protestant churches inci- 
dentally lost adherents because of their social 
action. 


Now, with priests and nuns joining picket lines, 
bishops becoming involved in trade union disputes, 
pulpit talks which deal less with sin than society’s 
ills, these converts feel short-changed. 


Middle man in Rome 


Those of us planning a pilgrimage to Rome in 
November will hope to see Msgr. Justin Rigali, 
brother of Father Norbert Rigali, who teaches at the 
University of San Diego. For Msgr. Rigali is literally 
the go-between between the Pope and his English- 
speaking visitors. 

Whenever you see a picture of Pope Paul and a 
notable visitor from the United States, there 
between them is Msgr. Rigali. Both our own Bishop 
Maher and evangelistic healer Kathryn Kuhlman 
had their audience with the Pope conducted 
through Msgr. Rigali. 


Father Norbert Rigali tells me his brother is head 
of the English speaking section of the Vatican Sec- 
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retariat of State, a post he has held since 1970. Not 
only does he act as interpreter at both public and 
private audiences, but he has traveled with the 
Pope on overseas visits. He was ordained in Los 
Angeles in 1961 and has virtually been attached to 
the Vatican’s foreign service ever since.

Church and the classics — 


During one short afternoon recently a local FM 
radio station, noted for its classical music, played 
both a Bach Mass and a Beethoven Mass. It 
reminded me of how much in classical music sprang 
from our faith, even if the composers were not 
always Catholics. 


Those with memories will recall the dramatic 
repetitions such as “descendit, descendit, descendit 


...’ taken up by all voices in a fugue where the ° 


composer thought Christ’s descent into hell needed 
emphasis. Fortunately those same composers gave 
more than equal time to “et resurrexit tertie die 

. .’ and the basses, tenors, altos and sopranos vied 
with one another in the split-syllable technique of 
“et resurrexit terhe-he-he-he-tia d-i-i-i-i-e. . .”

Once when Jesus was about to start 
off on a journey a young man “ran up, 
knelt before him and put this question 
to him, ‘Good master, what must I do 
to inherit eternal life’? (Mark 10:17- 
+)? Jesus recommended the command- 
ments to the young man but the lad 
wanted to do more. 

Jesus, therefore, told him, “There is 
one thing you lack. Go and sell every- 
thing you own and give the money to 
the poor, and you will have treasure in 
heaven; then come, follow me’”’ (Mark 
10:21). 


The issue is eternal life and eternal 
life is found in following Jesus: “I am 
the Way, the Truth and the Life. No one 
can come to the Father except through 
me” (John 14:6). Keeping the com- 
mandments is the first step in being 
near to Christ: “If anyone loves me he 
will keep my word, and my Father will 
love him, and we shall come to him and 
make our home with him” (John 14:23; 
see also v. 21). 


The second step is in loving your 
neighbor, especially the poor: “I tell 


you solemnly, in so far as you did this 
to one of the least of these brothers of 
mine, you did it to me” (Matthew 
25:40). 


If after this one still feels that they 
lack something, they still hunger for 
more of the Divine presence, then 
Jesus is inviting them to unload their 
burden and come closer. 


In the case of the rich young man the 
burden was money. Yet in a deeper way 
we are all burdened with a far heavier 
load of which everything else is the 
function and that is an egotistical self. 
Thus, one of the things we use money 
for is to give security to a self-centered 
way of life. For this reason “Jesus said 
to all: ‘Whoever wishes to be my fol- 
lower must deny his very self, take up 
his cross every day, and follow in my 
steps’ ” (Luke 9:23).

SOLANA BEACH — It’s a large block of a 
building and instead of being called a “school” 
it’s an “educational center.” But to many of the 
people who helped dedicate it last weekend, 
the new St. James Educational Center repres- 
ents the wave of the future. 


“Tt will serve as a school, an adult education 
center and for CCD classes,” said Msgr. Wil- 
liam D. Spain, pastor of St. James parish. “It 
could even be made into a supermarket.” 


Certainly to the 350 persons who watched 
Bishop Leo T. Maher dedicate the center the 
building seemed far different from the tradi- 
tional school. But the real difference is in the 
way the school operates. 


THERE ARE NO grades 1, 2 or 3 anymore. 
Next year grades 4-6 will disappear, but 7 and 
8 will remain separate, and there are no class- 
rooms. Instead, students gather in large or

small groups with their teachers or with parent 
volunteers and there are no walls between the 
groups. 


The children learn at their own speed and 
with games, films and tapes. Proponents of this 
“open-space, ungraded” system believe it will 
help students learn more easily. 


Dedication of the new center, which replaces 
the old St. James Academy in Del Mar, was a 
“significant” event for Catholic education, 
according to Msgr. Spain. 

IT IS THE “first parochial school to be com- 
pletely constructed in Southern California in 
10 years and the first to be built in the State 
of California in four years,” he said.

staffed by her order (Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet) to use the open space approach. 


Sister Terese says parent reaction to the new 
center has been positive. A public school in 
the area already uses the open space system 
so the “move was not so drastic,” she said. 


THE UNGRADED system, “forces the 
teacher to individualize, which is the best way 
of learning. There is much interaction between 
children, and this teaches them responsibil- 


ity.” 


The learning center includes the school lib- 
rary with 200 games which the eight-member 
faculty created to re-enforce students’ lessons. 


One question that open-space schools raise 
is that of noise, since there are no walls 
between classrooms — only thin partitions. 


BUT, SAID SISTER Terese, ‘‘We have had no 
difficulty with noise. Noise doesn’t bother chil- 
dren like it does adults. They’re very invloved 
with what they’re doing. 


At the dedication, San Diego county super- 
visor William Craven, read a message from 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, 
diocesan chancellor, read a Papal Blessing. 


Bishop Maher was principal concelebrant of 


‘a folk Mass of the Holy Spirit with seven priests 


in St. James church. The dedication was com- 
bined with graduation ceremonies for 22 St. 
James’ eight graders. 


STUDENT president Karen Gerber pre- 
sented the bishop with a gift from. the 
graduates. It was a horse shoe — given partly 
for luck and partly because of the nearby Del 
Mar racetrack.

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CHICAGO — Can smoking be morally 
‘justified when it has been connected with 
a growing number of serious illnesses? 


“It is a sin to smoke,” maintains Yvonne 
Goulet, associate editor, The Church 
World, newspaper of the Portland, Me., 
diocese, in the June issue of U.S. Catholic, 
published by the Claretian Fathers. 


“Tm convinced that smoking is a sin 
from considering the nature of smoking 
and the new understanding of the nature 


smoking is sinful, they are not exactly in 
love with the practice either. 

Nearly half who answered the question- 
naire feel that guests in homes of non- 
smokers should be asked not to smoke. 
And nearly the same percentage (43 per 
cent) believe that smoking should be for- 
bidden in all public places. 


THE ARTICLE’S author feels that smok- 
ing is morally wrong because it “deprives 


' the smoker of health, and eventually life 
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* ‘is smoking a sin? Most Catholics don’t think so 


with zeal for abstractions: harder to con- 
front evil literally at one’s fingertips.” 


Those who profit from the sale of 
tobacco products, are guilty “of grave sin 
against the common good.” And she even 
feels that “doctors, who, by smoking them- 
selves, give bad example to their patients, 
share culpability.” 


READERS, however, don’t come down 
quite as hard on smoking and smokers 
even though half (54 per cent) say they do 
not smoke at all, and 20 per cent claim they 
have stopped. 


Most (85 per cent) feel that “recognizing 
smoking as a sin isn’t going to stop many 
people from smoking.” And nearly 70 per 
cent of the readers said that “non-smokers 
should be slow to rebuke those who 
smoke, since non-smokers also have weak- 


nesses that may be even more sinful than 
smoking.” 


The majority (58 per cent) agree that par- 
ents who smoke in front of their children 
commit a “special wrong.” 

A BROOKLYN, New York man wrote “I 
dislike smoking but I dislike fanatics who 
want to reform everyone even more. Ms. 
Goulet sounds a bit like Carrie Nation.” 


A Kentucky man found smoking no more 
sinful than wearing high heel, spike shoes 
— “also dangerous to your health.” 


Others called the topic “silly” and 
“trivial rot.” Father Anthony J. Vader of 
Chicago commented, “About the only one 
not condemned by Ms. Goulet is Chris- 
topher Columbus for bringing the weed 
back to mainland Europe. I wish Ms. 
Goulet had calmed her nerves with a 
cigarette.”

22,000 at Notre Dame 


for renewal conference 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. 
(RNS) — The international 
conference of the Catholic 
charismatic renewal move- 
ment may have been one of 
the major religious happen- 
ings of 1973 and the largest 
U.S. Catholic gathering of 
the year, according to its 
organizers. 


The meeting drew about 
22,000, including a group 
from the San Diego diocese 
and an estimated 1,000 
Protestants from around 
the country. About 90 had 
attended the first confer- 
ence in 1967. 


Sessions ended with Mass 
in the Notre Dame football 
stadium, where 500 priests 
concelebrated with Cardi- 
nal Leo Joseph Suenens of 
Belgium and six bishops. 


PRIESTS MOVED into the 
grandstands to distribute 
hosts dipped in wine (in- 
tinction) so communicants 
could receive under both 
species. 


Father George Kosicki, 
CSB, of Detroit, a confer- 
ence official, said all possi- 
ble precautions had been 
taken to curb emotional 
outbursts. 


“We do not intend to let 
this meeting become an 
emotional religious rodeo,” 
he said. “We must keep 
calm if we are to hear the 
voice of the Spirit.”

The U.S. bishops have 
called for serious study of 
the movement, but 
cautioned against pitfalls 
they say are built into such 
religious manifestations. 


BUT BISHOP Michael 
Begley of Charlotte, N.C., 
said interest is growing 
among U.S. bishops and 
that they “are asking their 


priests to get more 
involved.” 
Cardinal Suenens said 


European bishops still do 
not know much about the 
movement but “are asking 
questions” and “seem 
deeply interested.” 


Pope Paul cautions 
charismatic groups 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 
Pope Paul has warned 
against Catholics belonging 
to charismatic renewal 
groups which loosen ties 
with the hierarchy and offi- 
cial Church structures. He 
urged them to make sure 
they are “onthe right road.” 


The Pope called on 
Catholics to “open them- 
selves to the mysterious 
action of the Holy Spirit,” 
especially in relation to the 
forthcoming 1975 Holy 
Year, preparations for 
which begin Pentecost Sun- 
day (June 10). 


Obviously referring to 
Catholics in the charisma- 
tic renewal, he said a condi- 
tion for being receptive to 
the Holy Spirit is commun- .

Misunderstood fathers 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... Father’s Day and the some- 
times lonely, sometimes misunder- 
stood, and always demanding posi- 
tion of a man who finds himself head 
of a family. 


I had been weeping a little over a 
rare and beautiful letter from my own 
father, deeply moved, not only by the 
tender concern and warmth seeping 
through those very practical and 
“masculine” pages, but also the 
length of the letter. 


For my father, letter-writing is a 
form of purgatorial torment, so the 
four closely-written pages say more of 
love and concern than words. 


LOOKING BACK over the lifetimes 
we have lived, the changing roles we 
- have had to play, the confusion and 
sometimes desperation in which we 
try to fulfill the function imposed by 
the simple act of parenthood, it is sad 
to reflect how often parents — and 
particularly fathers — may be misun- 
derstood. 


The transition from lover and wife 
to mother is simple in comparison to 
that from lover and husband to father. 
Nature has its own way of condition- 
ing and preparing women for their 
maternal role. And — women’s lib- 
bers not withstanding — most women 
adapt readily to a certain form of 
dependency. . 


It is probably no secret to any man 
that it is a great deal more congenial 
to leave weighty matters — from 
boxes to decisions — to someone else. 
And authority is by no means always 
comfortable, so it is convenient to 
have a ready excuse to delegate it. 


FATHER IS THE head of the family. 
Tradition and the masculine protec- 
tive role in society have established 
that long since. The real women’s lib- 
bers are those who take full advan- 
tage of the situation.

Bill prohibits 
live fetuses 
in research 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
(RNS) — By a 354-9 vote, the 
House of Representatives 
has voted that the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare or any of its 
agencies may not conduct 
research on live human fet- 
uses. 


The vote was on an 
amendment offered by 
Catholic Rep. Angelo D. 
Roncallo (R-N.Y.) to the 
National Biomedical 
Research Fellowship, 
Traineeship and Training 
Act of 1973. The vote on the 
bill itself was 361-5.

new lives, new needs, new souls. 


He is the one to whom they look for 
security in a frightening world. 
Somehow this fallible, uncertain 
father, deeply in need himself of reas- 
surance, of love and acceptance, of 
some kind of easement under stress, 
must come to give them what he also 
needs so much. 


HE HAS TO LEARN to project con- 
fidence when he is whistling in the 
dark, to stand firm when his own 
knees are trembling. 


Some fathers succeed admirably. 
Some fail. All fail sometimes. But 
when they fail, they merit at least 
understanding for theirs is an heroic 
calling. 


Sometimes the strain of shifting 
gear from the unrelenting demands of 
daily work to the equally ever- 
present needs of the family may build 
pressures that are explosive. 


SOMETIMES sheer inability to cope 
beyond a certain point may pre- 
cipitate a father into a _ position 
directly opposed to that which he had 
intended to take. Then, helpless, he 
must watch those he loves turn away 
in disappointment. 


There are many lonely moments for 
fathers of families. The head is 
always a little apart from the other 
members — always required to lead, 
to guide, to assess. It is often very 
much alone in spirit. 

True, there are also great rewards 
in love and respect, sometimes 
belated, frequently unrealized. There 
is pride in seeing children grow to 
responsible adulthood — probably 
not quite as he had thought they 
would, probably into quite different 
people, following quite a different 
way than he had expected or planned, 
but still... ; 

AND THERE IS the consolation at 
the end of life in knowing that he has 
— hopefully — fulfilled his wife’s 
expectations of him, or at least “not 
done too badly.” And that, down the 
perspective of years, he will find that 
maybe — after all the confusion and 
stumbling, somehow, he has truly 
emerged as a father.

ALBANY, N.Y. (NC) 
“Truly religious people die 
with much peace and 
equanimity,” according to a 
leading expert on death 
and dying. 


However, Dr. Elizabeth 
Kubler-Ross said that it 
would be better for a per- 
son to have no religion than 
a merely external one. The 
Swiss-trained psychiatrist, 
who recently spoke in San 
Diego, is author of On Death 
and Dying, a widely known 
book. 


“I saw a lot of religious 


people who died with much” 


more turmoil than . non- 
religious people,” the 
psychiatrist said of her 
work with terminally ill 
patients. 


“I DIDN’T appreciate at 
the time that I saw only 
pseudo-religious people 
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‘Death is peaceful for the truly religious people’ 


' who talked about life after 


death, but skipped the fact 
that we have to die first 
before resurrection. These 
are not religious people. It 
is all outside. 


“Really religious people 
who have internalized their 
faith I never see, because I 
am consulted when people 
have trouble.” 


Dr. Kubler-Ross noted 
that in the last few years, 
“Priests in the pulpit are 
talking about dying and are 
not afraid of it. High school 
kids who gather in church 
basements used to talk 
about sex and drugs; now 
they talk about death and 
dying. 


“IN THE OLD days, death 
was plague and disease. 
Now in this decade and 
society for the first time we 
have the weapons of mass 


destruction that can kill 
thousands out of the blue 
sky, the weapons that man 
has always been afraid of. 


“This society, as a result, 
needs denial of death more 
than any other. If we 


admitted that death could 
happen to us right here, we 
couldn’t have children or 
plan for the future.” 


What about a dying rela- 
tive or friend? Dr. Kubler- 
Ross asked that people “not 


desert the dying. If you are 
uncomfortable, have the 
courage to say ‘I don’t know 
what to say or do but I want 
to help.’ 


“THE DYING patient will 
help the visitor and make 


him comfortable. We have 
to be aware of our own fears 
and anxieties and feelings 
of clumsiness. You don’t 
have to go into the room 
convinced you have all the 
answers.” 


Priest serves as middle man for poor 


BUENOS AIRES (NC) — 
Slum pastor Father Carlos 
Mugica, scion of a wealthy 
Argentine family, has been 
busy in his poor parish of 
Cristo Obrero (Christ the 
Worker) distributing food 
exacted by terrorists from 
the Ford Motor Co. 


There his links end with 
both groups — the terrorist 
People’s Revolutionary 
Army and the automakers. 
His main concern is his 
parish; his main vocation 


saving souls and bodies. 


He is:a leading figure in 
the  500-member . Third 
World Priests’ Movement, 
active in promoting social 
and economic reform. The 
EPR and the new administ- 
ration of President Hector 
Campora value him as a go- 
between with the poor. 


DURING negotiations 
with officials of Ford’s 
Argentine subsidiary, the 
EPR guerrillas specified 


which hospitals, parishes 
and slum areas were to be 
given the $1 million worth 
of goods Ford reportedly 
paid to stop harassment of 
its employees. 


The EPR and two other 
guerrilla groups have 
claimed responsibility for a 
chain of kidnappings and 
killings of military officers 
and of industry leaders, 
both Argentinian. and 
foreign citizens. 


Cristo Obrero was the 


first parish to ‘receive aid. 
When the packages arrived, 
some priests and young 
Peronists objected to the 
distribution of help coming 
from terrorists. But Father 
Mugica told them: 


“LET US NOT quarrel 


now about ideologies, but ~ 


get this food to a hungry 
people. At least their chil- 
dren will have tasted milk 
and cocoa once in their 
lives.” (See Talking Point

DENVER, Colo. (NC) — 
Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion leaders outlined short 
and long range strategies in 
supporting both the right to 
life for the unborn and 
reverence for life move- 
ments, at their five-day 


Health Assembly here. 


Much of the success of the 
CHA’s anti-abortion effort, 
said Sister Mary Maurita 
Sengelaub of St. Louis, 
executive ‘vice-president, 
depends upon the capabil- 
ity to be flexible ‘while 
maintaining a leadership 
role in the fight. 

“The success and 
strength of our position is 
totally dependent upon a 
united effort and unanim- 
ous stand for the sanctity of 
life within the Catholic- 
sponsored health system.” 
She advised that this must 
be fostered by the religious 
groups which sponsor the 
institutions. 

THE FAITH commitment, 
she suggested, must be so 
strong “that we can say we 
are: willing to die in the 
cause of fighting for sanc- 
tity of life.”

Pope calls for ecumenical Holy Year 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
Pope Paul VI said he would 
like non-Catholics to take 
part in the forthcoming 
Holy Year. 


The Holy Year will be 
held in Rome in 1975, but 
local preparatory obser- 
vances began Pentecost 
Sunday, June 10. 


In a letter to the chair- 
man of the Holy Year’s 
central committee, Cardi- 
nal Maximilian de Fur- 
stenberg, the Pope said: 


“IT IS OUR ardent desire 
that the other followers of 
Christ and all those who on 
diverse and apparently dis- 
tant paths seek the one God 
with an upright conscience 
and goodwill should as- 
sociate themselves as 
much as they can in this 
journey toward the founts 
of salvation with our child- 
ren fully united to the 
Church of Peter.”

60,000 leave

In LONDON, the 
Universe, British Catholic 
weekly, reported that more 
than 60,000 people have 
been frightened out of their 
homes in Belfast in the last 
three and a half years. 


It said that according to 
an official report, the 
exodus was the largest in 
Western Europe __ since 
World War II and was 
caused by intimidation 
from civil strife. About 80 
per cent — more than 48,000
